The picturesque town of Newcastle 


with its charming shores and grand 
saenery has been a busy place tbe 
past four mouths, and the thousands 
of summer visitors, who annually visit 
New England's largest and most famous 
summer hotel, will find many pleasant 
surprises on the occasion of their visit 
during the season of 1899. 


A surprise which will be most pleasing 


to them will be the ODD planned by the 
Hon. Frank Jones, the proprietor of the 
magnificent hostelry, The Wentworth. 


As the visitor rides up the smooth 


and winding roadway approaching the 
hotel be will sea before him a large al 
dition to tbe hotel of 1898 which now 
Lias a frontage of 800 feet, and the ottier 
changes are better described in another 
part of this urticle. 


Newcastle, in form, is very regular, 


being almost a perfect square, with jut 
ting points of laud at tha four corners, 
like the bastions of a fort, Its ancient 
name was Great Island. In 1693, iu tbe 
reign of King William and Mary, it 
was incorporated uuder the came of 
New Castle for the annual consideration 
of three peppercoms. The town is 
largely in arrears to the British crown 
for peppercorns, and owes not only 
these but its legal allegiance, never 
having received any charter from the 
state of New Hampshire. Hero was the 
first settlement of any consequence in 
New Hampshire, and for a long time it 
it was tbe seat of the provincial govern- 
ment aud the centre of trade. There 
are still remaining many relics of its 
former importance and prosperity, and 
associations of historical and legendary 
interest. 
Among ita most important 


relics are the black-letter charter of tbe 
town, its most ancient records, dis 
covered in England in 1873, and now 
deposited at the town office, and an 
antique official customs seal, found a 
few years ago. 


Fort Constitution with its modern 


disappearing battery has also been en- 
larged while a large force of men are 
b-.:sily engaged in building tbe Jorry'n 
Point fort. The httlo town which is 
one of the moat healthful places iu the 
world, will have undergone a complete 
transformation since the season of 1898 
closed.

Veneers are cut from almost all the 


finer woods, both native ^acd foreign, 
including mahogany, birch, rosewood, 
ebony, satin wood, cedar, tulipwood. 
Hungarian ash, sycamore, and others. 
veneers being used on/pianos and oth- 
er musical instruments, on furniture, 
doors, and so on. 


Some veneers are sawed and some 


are cut from the log by means of a 
knife. The sawed veneers are the bet- 
ter and more desirable, and they cost 
twice as much as cut veneers. More cut 
veneers are used, however. 
Twenty 


years ago 75 per cent, of veneers were 
sawed and 25 per cent, cut; but now 
these percentages have been reversed. 


Some woods can be worked for ven- 


eers under the saw only; some can be 
either sawed or cut, and of such both 
kinds of veneers are made; but there 
are woods that practically are made in 
knife veneers only. 


Veneers may be made of almost any 


degree of thinness, as, say, one one- 
hundredth of an inch. They are most 
commonly made for the many uses to 
which they are put, in sawed veneers 
of a thickness of twenty-six to thirty 
to the inch, and in cut veneers of a 
thickness averaging thirty to the inch. 
Of sawed veneers of such thickness but 
twelve to thirteen can be produced 
from an inch of solid wood; the rest is 
lost in sawdust. There is no waste of 
material in making cut veneers. 


Sawed veneers ar« cut, a single sheet 


from the log at a time, by a circular 
saw of between five and six feet in 
diameter, of a kind specially made for 
the purpose. 
The inner side of this 


saw, that is, the side toward the body 
of the log, is flat; the outer side of the 
flange, which is the disk of the saw, to 
which the teeth are attached, is made 
slightly concave, so as to throw the 
veneer a little clear of the saw as it 
comes along; if it were permitted to 
hug the saw,-the thin sheet of wood 
would be burned or scorched by the 
friction. The saw is, of course, ad- 
justed to run with the greatest nicety, 
acd the square log that is to be saw- 
ed into veneers is rigidly secured to the 
frame that carries it to the saw. 


The cut veneers are shaved off on a 


simple but powerful and costly ma- 
chine called a slicer, in which the log, 
securely held on a moving frame is 
brought against a knife held rigidly. 
The knife of a slicer is perhaps seven- 
teen feet in length, made in two parts 
each eight and a half feet in length, 
but perfectly joined, making one con- 
tinuous knife seventeen feet long. The 
knife is set horizontally, edge upward, 
in the face of what is called the knife 
bed, which is a ponderous casting im- 
movably set. 
Extending along over 


the top of the knife bed, and above the 
level of the knife edge is a massive 
casting called the cap. 
Attached to 


the front of the cap, horizontally, just 
above the knife edge, parallel with it 
and adjusted at a line back from it the 
thickness of the veneer that is to be 
cut, is what i& called the pressure bar. 
The knife and the pressure bar, so held, 
constitute in effect a' gigantic plane, 
which is not moved to cut the thick 
shaving that it is made to produce, but 
which is held securely while the log 
from which the shaving is taken ia 
brought against it.

He 
described how the wounds were un- 
doubtedly made and why, and showed 
that ho thoroughly understood tbe cise. 


Mrs. Mary E. McDuflie of Bochester, 


who was visiting near Mrs. Tariton's on 
Monday evening, was a witness, and 
told bow she found the room where the 
injured woman was, as the witness waa 
one of the fir&t called to care for her. 


Mrs. 
McDnffie was with Mrs. Tarltou 


until she died, ond with Mr. Sterling, 
the son, heard all the statements she 
made before she died. This part ofy the 
testimony will also be important toward 
the conviction of Parks. 


Funeral Friday. 


The funeral of Mrp. Tarlton will be 


held at her late home at twojo'clogk on 
Friday afternoon and will be strictly 
private.

Washington. Jan. 55.— The board of 


army officers designated by the secre- 
tary of war to sit as a court martial In 
the cane of Brigadier General Ch.iries P, 
K*gan, <«Jtnmu*ary general of subsist- 
ence. charged with conduct unbec-on'.ps 
an officer and a. gentleman. and with 
conduct to 4ie prejudice of good order 
and military discipline, in connection 
with hi* testimony before the war in- 
vestigating committee, met in the parlor 
of the Ebbitt house at 10 o'clock this 
morning and almost immediately pro- 
ceeded to the business in band. 


The court consisted of Major General 


Wesley Merritt. U. S. A.; Major General 
James F. Wade. U. S. V.: Major General 
M. C. Butler. U. S. V.; Major General 
S. B. M. Young. U. S. V.; Brigadier Gen- 
eral Royal T. Frank, U. S. V.; Brigadier 
General George M. Randall. U. S. V.; 
Grigadier General Jacob Kline. \T. a. V.; 
Brigadier General Comba, U. S. V.; Col- 
onel Peter C. Hain*. corps of engineers; 
Colonel George L. Gillespie, corps of en- 
gineers; Colonel Charles R. Suter, corps 
of engineers; Colonel Francis L. Guen- 
ther. Fourth artillery; Lieutenant Col- 
onel George B.,Davis. deputy judge ad- 
vocate general, judge advocate of the 
court.

The members of the court, who ap- 


peared In full dress uniform, were seat- 
ed about a long table placed lengthwise 
«f the room% General Merritt, the presi- 
dent 6f the court, occupying the seat at 
the head. 


At just 10 o'clock Colonel Davis called 
the roll' of the court, all of the members 
responding to their names. As he con- 
cluded General Eagan appeared with 
his counsel, Mr. A. S. Worthington, for- 
merly United States district attorney 
for the District of Columbia, and to.iic 
seats near the judge advocate at the foot 
of the table. Genera) Eagan also wore 
the dress uniform of his rank. 


Almost 
immediately Colonel Davis 


arose and introduced General Eagan ai^d 
his counsel, and then proceeded to read 
the order convening the court. 


The judge advocate when this was 


concluded, turned to General Eagan and 
'inquired whether he objected ui any of 
the members of the court as designated 
by the order. General Eagan replied, "I 
do not." The members of the court thon 
arose and took the usual oath, which was 
administered by Colonel Davis. 
The 


charges and specifications were then 
read. 
J 


^During these preliminary proceedings 
General Eagan exhibited no signs of 
nervousness, but the expression of his 
face and his manner clearly indicated 
that he realized that the trial involved 
consequences to him of the gravest char- 
acter. While he stood listening to the 
charges anc specifications his face 
seemed somewhat paler than usual. 


At the conclusion of the reading on 


being requested to plead to the speci- 
fication to the first charge, he said: 
"Not guilty; not denying, however, that 
the specifications set forth correctly a 
part of the language used." 
{ To the specification to the second 
charge he pleaded "Not guilty; not de- 
nying, however, that the specification 
sets forth correctly a part of the lan- 
guage usfd." 


The judge advocate then arose and 


said that thc> case in hand was a peculiar 
one, but presented no unusual difficulties 
The accused had seen fit to add to his 
plea of not guilty some words tending to 
qualify it, but hp did not think the plea 
relieved the court from the necessity of 
proving the facts alleged. - 


Judge Worthington responded briefly 


and explained why the quaUfymg words 
had been used upon his recommenda- 
tion. The specifications did the accused 
• great injustice in that it selected par- 
ocular expressions without giving the 
context, and in one or more instances the 
specifications quoted beginning in the 
middle of the sentence. 


Continuing, Mr. Worthington said that 


ho desired to state briefly to the sourt 
the substance of General Eagan's de- 
fense, Whatever the court may think 
of the propriety of the language used by 
General Eagan before the war investi- 
gating committee, there was no doubt 
in his (Wort: ington's) mind that he was 
fully protected in using that language 
by the la\vs of the land. In no court 
civil or military, he said, could the ac- 
cused ba held accountable for his lan- 
guage even if it could be shown that the 
speaker was actuated by malice. In ad- 
dition to this, the president of the United 
States had Instructed the war investi- 
gating commission to announce pub- 
licly that witnesses before that tribunal 
would be given Immunity for whatever 
they might testify to. 


This was a solemn promise given by 


the president of the United Stntes, and 
counsel had no doubt that the court 
would find that General Eagan could 
not under these circumstances bo held 
to answer to a military court martial for 
his language. General Mile*, he said, 
had appeared before the committee 
about three weeks before General Ea«an 
had made his statement, and on tSat 
occasion had made most serious and 
sweeping charges against many of his 
Mihordinates, and particularly against 
General Eagan and the commissary do- 
parment of the army. 


He had charged General Eagan with 


being Incompetent and neglectful of hl« 
duties, and ha \ infcrontiaUy charged 
him, 
General Ka«an. with iwilng pol- 


•fined moat to Ibe fiolrtiors of thcanny 
and had averred (hot many hud <li--<j in 
connequcnc*. He had afc-o Implied thai 
General Ka«nn wan adttiR corruptly In 
the matter.

At K'CO o'clock word came from the 


White Hou*fr that the president would 
rti-ei v<- the members of the court between 
11 und 32 o'clock. Thereupon General 
M'-rrni announced that the court would 
luke a retesrf for the purpose of paying 
thvir respects to the president of the 
United Slates. 


On reassembling at 11.30 o'clock a few 


minutes was givt-n a photographer in 
which to take a. picture of ih« court, and 
then Major S. C. Mills was called to tes- 
tify on behalf of the government. He 
said he was the recorder of the war in- 
vestigating commission and was pres- 
ent and heard General Eagan's testi- 
mony before the commission. The man- 
ner of General Eagan in giving his testi- 
mony, he said, was that of a man labor- 
Ing under great excitement, but trying 
to control his excitement. Witness had 
charge of the typewritten testimony giv- 
en by General Eagan. and had delivered 
the same to General Dodge at his hotel. 
Subsequently the witness had returned 
the paper to General Eagan with a letter 
from the commission declining to receive 
It in its present condition. He recalled 
some of the v. ords used by General Eagan 
in hia testimony which agreed substan- 
tially with the phraseology used in the 
specifications. The witness was shown a 
copy of the specifications and identified 
the language there quoted as having 
been used by General Eagan. 


Judge Woi thington interrupted to eay 


'.hat General Eagan did not deny the lan- 
guage quoted, and had not theoiigmal 
statement been destroyed after the ob- 
jectionable words had been expunged he 
would \\illing1y produce it here. 


Major Gener.il McCook, retired, a 


member 'of the war investigating com- 
miesion, v\as the next witness.

San's testimory before the commission.

He recalled some of the language used

MKXICO'S SHAKK.

iu Ilio Cniliitrjr'n History. 


Chicago, Jan. 25.—A. special to The 


Record lrc,m the City of Mexico says: 
In point of duration the earthquake la«t 
evening wa? the severest ever known in 
the history of Mexico. The movement 
bpgan in th» City of Mexico at exactly 
nine minutes post 5 o'clock. The oscil- 
lations wcrp from northeast to south- 
wen and lasted one minute and 56 sec- 
ends. Three minutes later a companion 
•hock, which lasted five seconds, also 
isciilating northwest and southeast. 
The movement made a perfect cross. 


The earthquake was universally felt 


over the entire republic, and it had a 
general movement from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic. It reached Colima at seven 
minutes paat 5 o'clock, oscillating from 
eaat to west. It lasted one minute ana 
SO seconds. 
It reached Vera Cru« is 


minutes past 5, and the vibrations were 
from south to north, lasting 10 twcond*.

Home Avere entirely ruined. Fully a dog-, 
on walls woro crushed and broken In th« 
national pnlacc. A two-foot Iron pipe 
rnrrylnff water from Chapultapac to the 
clty»a« broken In «»ven place*.

ing out of oflice—and requesting him to 
return the funds to the paymaster. 
Senor de Castro answered that the 
money did not belong to the dock de- 
partment and that he would only reim- 
burse undtr compulsion. General Lud- 
low replied that there was no reason \\ hy 
Senor do Castro should retain the funds 
and that the payment must be made on 
or before noon on Jan. 20. This demand 
was complied w ith, Senor de Cabtro pro- 
testing and declaring that the money 
did not belong to the dock department 
and that the American authorities had 
no right to demand it. 


General Ludlow asserts that the funds 


belongs to the United States military 
administration as Spain's successor. He 
will probably instruct the paymaster to 
turn them over to the department of cus- 
toms, the f i t-mer custodian of the dock 
departments receipts. 


El Fais, reterring to the matter yester- 


day, remaiks that General Ludlow "has 
fcho\\ n great haste to take possession of 
the moneys, notwithstanding that they 
areinot his, a»d against the wishes of the 
rightful owner."

Greene's report concerning the du- 
ties rpcentb assigned to him in Cuba. 


Speaking- of an inspection which he 


made of the Cuban troops, General 
Green found them to be of all colors, 
mulatto and v\ hite. They were an able- 
bodied lot of men, although smaller in 
•filature than Americans. They had been 
inured to haidship during the last three- 
years, seenr-d «e!l disciplined and so 
fully contri-iled by their officers tha., 
although'th^ir bufferings for lack o"f fo..,* 
was very great, no cases of pillage haJ 
been reported, the'if "equjpnient \vas 
wretched.

The officers impressed General'(3¥eene 


most favcraoly. For the most part they 
were intelligent, educated men, well 
mnuntod find \vell, L|rc¥sed.

Greene gives U as hi^ opinion that this 
forco possesses the elements of a fii e 
body r>f native- troops, piovided they are 
properiy organized, equipped and their 
regimental, and possibly battalion, com- 
mand era selected from'American offi- 
cers. It is his opinion that the organisa- 
tion of thefae troops should be begun at 
the earliest possible momsnt. 


The chief of one of the cavalry regi- 


ments, Colonel Delgado, was in his youth 
the rrx-st noted brigand in Pinar del R o 
province. General Greene believes that 
this officer and the men under him, un- . 
der proper discipline, would be very effi- 
cient as a part of the rural constabulary. 
The roaming life they have led for sev- 
eral years has disqualified them for the 
woik of peaceful farmers. It would be 
possible to get from 10,000 to 15,000 such 
men \\lio wouM be suitable for military 
ser\ir'e. 
About SOOO men suitable for 


military service could probably bp ob- 
tained from the discharged Spanish sol- 
diers. 


The remaining half of ttie Cuban 


forces, about 10,000 to 15,000, who arc not 
especially adapted to the life of a sol- 
dier and who are peaceful laborers and 
farm hands, seem anxious to return to 
their homes. But as their homes have 
been destroyed, their familiea having 
perished in the reconccntration, their 
fields grown up with weeds, and as they 
have no money to purchase Implements 
(or farming purposes, for the time being 
this Is Impracticable. 


It is of the utmost urgency to provide 


work for those men Immediately. In 
General Givna's npinlon money could 
be put Imn. -dwtplv Into the hands of 
Ihe ularvlng laboring classes by r>m- 
plr>Vlng them In the construction nnd 
repair «f roads and the rebuilding of 
hospitals, asylums and public buildings.

son block to the adjoining Eagle block, 
fuid from there to a large building owned 
l>y Charles Morse. 
The Richardson 


building was entirely burned, together 
with its contents. The Eagle block was 
putted and the roof burned off, leaving 
nothing but the walls standing. The 
family of Charles Morse, who occupied 
apartments in this building, barely -es- 
caped with their lives. The building w as 
on ft re in several pai ts when they 
aroused fiorn sleep, and when 
Morse's children were removed, tlJe bed 
clothing 
had 
become ignited. "This 


building war. a total loss. 


The store building owned by Morse & 


Spaulfling was badly damaged, and the 
glass and front portions of severaTotfier 
structures were either destroyed or ba^gly 
damaged. 


The postoffice was flooded with water, 


but the flre did not reach any of the con- 
tents. Tbe office has been removed to 
the Lancaster House temporarily. The 
Coos County Democrat, owned by J. D. 
Rndjre. was damaged to the extent of 
54000. The Richardson block was owned 
by the Lancaster National bank, and the 
loss on the building is estimated at $10,- 
('00, the insurance, $7500. The loss on the 
Raglv> block amounts to about $-10,000, 
and is covered by insurance. This struc- 
ture v.iis o\\ned by Mary M. Clough.

New York, Jan. 25.—B. L. Aclcerman, 


prcsulent of the Keeley Motor company, 
has issued a statement on behalf of his 
board of directors.reaffirming their faith 
in the dead inventor and utterly denying 
thai the recent alleged disco\eries in 
Kceley's workshop arc of any signific- 
ance. The recently published statements 
In this connection contained the finding 
of a steel sphere and metallic tubes that 
apparently had been concealed in juxta- 
position to ICeeley's motor. From these 
the deduction was drawn that Keeley's 
power consiated simply in compressed 
air secretly conveyed through these 
tubes, and that Keeley, instead of being 
the discoverer of a new force, had re- 
sorted to a subterfuge to deceive. Fur- 
ther, electric \\ires were found and were 
said to Indicate that Keeley hal also re- 
sorted to elcctiicity to make his theory 
of vibrations seem practicable. 


Mr. Ackerman states that the sphere 


and metallic tubes were simply pieces of 
machinery connected with an altogether 
different device abandoned by Keeley in 
1SS7; that the existence of these tubes, 
etc., "were fully known to the directors 
of the company and to scientists not 
financially interested in Keeley, that the 
rocdntly published %atements re\ealed 
nothing to those who had invested money 
in Keeley's ideas; that compressed air 
had or has -o part in the Keeley motor, 
and that to compress air to pressure 
that would be serviceable, powerful and 
complicated machinery would have been 
required, "none of which," says Mr. 
Ackerman, "ever existed at any time in 
Keeley's place."
